Request for Reconsideration of Patent Term Adjustment, 37 C.F.R. § 1.705 

The patentee hereby requests reconsideration, under 35 U.S.C. § 154(d), of 
the Determination of Patent Term Adjustment (PTA) made by the Director as indicated 
on the issued patent. Applicant requests reconsideration of the PTA Determination 
because the USPTO failed to properly adjust for the period between the three-year date 
and the issue date of the patent pursuant to 37 C.F.R. § 1.702(b). 

Determination of Patent Term Adjustment 

As indicated on the issued patent, the patent term adjustment is 1533 days. 
Attached is the PAIR record showing the basis for this determination, which is believed 
to be incorrect. 

The above referenced application was filed on March 11, 2004 and so is 
entitled to the benefit of the current version of 35 U.S.C. § 154. The PTA determination 
fails to follow the calculation method required by law. 

(1) This request is being timely filed on May 24, 2010. The patent issued on 

March 23, 2010. Under 37 C.F.R. § 1.705(d), Applicant has two months after 
the date of issuance of the patent to request reconsideration of the patent term 
adjustment. May 23, 2010 falls on a Sunday and, under 35 U.S.C. § 21(b), 
Applicant has until the next succeeding secular or business day to take action 
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when the period ends on a Sunday. Therefore it is clear that this request for 
patent adjustment pursuant to 37 C.F.R. § 1.702(b) is timely. 

(2) This request is accompanied by the fee set forth in 37 CFR §1.1 8(e). 

(3) Statement of the facts involved: 

(i) The correct patent term adjustment and the basis under 37 CFR § 1 .702 for 



the adjustment is as follows: 

USPTO delay days to the issuance of the first Office Action 

as indicated on PAIR + 63 1 

Other delay days post-first Office Action as indicated by PAIR + 676 

Total USPTO delay days as indicated by PAIR =1307 

Applicant's delay days as indicated on PAIR - 3 1 

Non-overlapping three year days + 432 

Correct Adjustment = 1708 



(ii) The relevant dates as specified in §§ 1 .703(a) through (e) for which an 

adjustment is sought and the adjustment as specified in § 1 .703(f) to which 
the patent is entitled arc explained as follows: 

The Office calculation of 1533 days fails to properly include all of the 
USPTO delay days. The USPTO delayed 631 days between the 14 month date (May 11, 
2005) and the mailing date of the first Office Action (February 1, 2007), as indicated on 
PAIR. 

The USPTO delayed 676 days between the filing date of the Notice of 
Appeal (November 16, 2007) and the mailing date of the decision by the Board of Patent 
Appeals and Interferences (September 21, 2009), as indicated on PAIR. 

Applicant had 31 delay days between the three-month deadline for the 
Response to the Final Office Action (mailed July 16, 2007) and the filing date of the 
Notice of Appeal (November 16, 2007) as indicated by PAIR. 
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Applicant notes that the patent term adjustment calculation provided with 
the Notice of Allowance (which did not include a calculation of the delay for the period 
between the three-year date and the issue date under 37 C.F.R. §§ 1.702(b) & 1.703(b)) 
was 1276 days (63 1 + 676 -31 = 1276). Following the calculation of the delay period 
between the three-year date and the issue date, PAIR indicates the patent term adjustment 
to be 1533 days. 

However: 

There were 1 108 days between the three year date (March 11, 2007) and 
the issue date of the patent (March 23, 2010). Not all of those days are accounted for on 
PAIR as USPTO delay. 

According to 37 C.F.R. § 1.703(b)(4), the period between the filing date of 
the Notice of Appeal (November 16, 2007) and the mailing date of the decision by the 
Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences (September 21, 2009) is subtracted from the 
three-year delay period. In this case, the appellate delay period is 676 days. Applicant 
notes that, because the appeal was successful, Applicant recoups this period under 37 
C.F.R. §§ 1.702(e) & 1.703(e). This is already accounted for on PAIR. 

Therefore, Applicant is entitled to an additional 432 non-overlapping days 
(1 108 - 676 = 432) beyond the calculation on PAIR to account for the delays between the 
three year date (March 11, 2007) and the issue date of the patent (March 23, 2010). Thus 
the total adjustment that should have been shown on the face of the patent 35 U.S.C. § 
154(b) is 1708 days (63 1+676 + (1108 -676) -31 = 1708). 

(iii) The patent is not subject to a terminal disclaimer. 

(iv) (A) Applicant has included herewith a copy of the print-out from the 

USPTO's PAIR Patent Term Adjustment page for the above file. 
Applicant has not verified the USPTO's determination but accepts it for 
the purposes of this petition. 
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All items required under 37 C.F.R. § 1.705 having been provided herein, 
the Applicant requests that the Patent Term Adjustment be corrected to show an 
adjustment of 1708 days.
